Washington, Sept. 4.—It is ascertained 


that on Aug. 24, during secretary Hay's 
recent visit to Washington, a tele- 
graphic menage was sent to the minis- 
ters at Caracas and Bogota, desiring 
them to Inform the foreign secretaries 
of Venezuela and Colombia of the dis- 
tress with which the president had 
beard of the likelihood of a disturbance 
of the relations between those two re- 
publics. 


Adverting to the possibility of the In- 


fluence of the United States being ex- 
erted to compose the pending questions, 
the ministers were directed to say that 
while the relation* of this government 
with both nations are equally intimate 
and friendly, and every opportunity Is 
taken to show the' good will we bear 
them, an offer of the president's kindly 
offers to arrange any differences which 
may exist between Colombia and Ven- 
ezuela would bt ineffective without the 
acquiescence of both. 


Nevertheless Inspired by the senti- 


ments which tre common to all govern- 
ments of the American republic's, the 
United States would sincerely deplore 
a breach of the amicable relations that 
at this time happily exist between the 
sister nations ef the western world, and 
would especially regret any action by 
either of then which might menace the 
seenrlty »f transit across the Isthmus OP 
the netnraiity of its territory and there- 
by coMtratti the government of the 
IToitei Stats* to consider its responsi- 
bilities and f nncttong tinder existing 
treaty eaglgtiaMts with Colombia.

A special locality is com- 
plained of and while it is probably 
true that the walks mentioned are 
more abused than any others, the prac 
tice is one which affects almost every 
section of the city.

American revolutions, the Monroe doc- 
ttlne. Just how long the commercial 
nations of Europe will consent to see 
their 8o«th American Interests involv 


«d without taking radical action to 
rtrotect themselves, 
can 
only be 


guessed. What the results of such ac- 
tion might 
be ia not so bard to 


imagine. But unless this nation'makes 
the Monroe doctrine an active, positive 
principle instead of a purely negative 
one it is hard to conceive of continued 
restful silence from the other nations 
whose interests are concerned. 


In his Labor day interpretation of 


the doctrine the vice-president 
said 


that we as a nation must make it 
evident that we intend to do Justice, 
that we will not tolerate injustice to 
us and that we use no tvords which 
we are not prepared to back up with 
deeds. 


What the present situation along the 


northern coast of South America may 
develope is problematical, but Vene- 
zuela's message to the world at large 
made public yesterday indicates that 
something quite energetic is lik°ly to 
happen down below. It has brought 
to North American attention a revi- 
val of unrest which threatens to in- 
volve other neighboring nations and 
many commercial interests. 


If we can keep the European powers 


convinced that in doing nothing we 
are doing justice, as Mr. Roosevelt 
says, the attitude he outlines will con 
tinue to be easy, 


Ort if as today's dispatches indicate, 


the vice-president's more positive idea 
of the Monroe doctrine reflects the 
sentiment of the government concern- 
ing the active responsibilities involved

SHIPPING BEES BY MAIL.

Fart* of Country. 


Several men are engaged In shipping 


queen bees through the mail from New 
York city. One of,lhemNI. J. String- 
ham, alone sends from 5,000 to 6,000 
e.ach year to all parts of the United 
States, as well a» to Cuba and Jamaica, 
eays the New York Times. 
Several 


times he has shipped them as far away 
as Australia. 


The method of packing queens fer 


Shipment Is interesting. A block of 
•wood aboat 4 Inches in length by 1 
inch wide and one-half Inch deep U 
used. Into this block three circular 
chambers are bored, which open into 
each other. In one clamber a combi- 
nation of sugar and honey is placed. 
This ia to serve for food on the jonr- 


J ney. Over the top of the circular chan> 


bers a piece of wire netting is securely 
fastened, and in tbe end of the block 
of wood farthest from the food charn* 
ber a. small opening is made. Into tbia 
the queen is introduced. Then in order 
that she may have enough attendants 
to properly' feed her from 15 to 20 
workers are induced to follow her. The 
small hole in the end is then covered 
with more wire netting. When a pack- 
age Is thus .prepared, toe bees in it will 
live about two weeks and sometimes 
longer. On one occasion ten packages 
were cent to Australia, ami out of the 
nnmber that took this four weeks' trip 
two were alive OJQ reaching their desti- 
nation. 


Queen bees are rather expensive, the 


very lowest price for one being $L 
This is for one that has never bad any 
experience in ruling over a hive. From 
this price the cost of queens ranges up 
to $6. ' This hitter price is for the finest 
quality of queens imported from some 
European country. 


Mr. Stringliam keeps his bees in the 


third and fourth lofts of a building on 
Park pla<?e, where hivea are placed at 
each window. 
While these bees are 


not very profitable from a honey pro- 
ducing standpoint, they are at least 
self supporting. They roam all about 
the lower part of the city collecting 
that which is necessary to produce 
honey from whatever source they can 
obtain it.

NEWCOMB ON AIRSHIPS. 


He Say» There I* No Demand or 


Need For Them. 


The -recently expressed theory that 


has been advanced that the coining 
month will see Paris darkened by 
flights of airsbips over the city re- 
ceives something of a damper from an 
article on aerial navigation which ap- 
pears in the September McClure's. In 
fact Professor Simon- Newcomb's con- 
servative paper, which appears with 
the title "Is the Airship Coming?" may 
be considered incontrovertible testi- 
mony in rebuttal. Looking at the ques- 
tion of aerial navigation both from the 
scientific standpoint and" from the prac- 
tical standpoint, Professor Newcomb 
points out the very serious difficulties 
which must be overcome. 
He also 


shows that from a commercial stand- 
point there is no demand for or need of 
transportation by airship. This be con- 
siders a very serious obstacle in the 
solution of the problem. There is, be 
believes, nothing in the realization of 
aerial navigation to warrant an in- 
ventor giving time and thought to the 
subject He says practically, "What's 
the us«?"

In 
Career 
Of 


Young'* Famoa» 'Wife. 


According to Mormon theology, says 


a Salt Lako- City dispatch to the New 
York Herald, Mrs. Zina Young, who 
has Just died there, will go to the 
celestial kingdom not to meet Brlgham 
Young, but to be the wife throughout 
eternity of Joseph Smith, prophet of 
the church. 


Romantic devotion to Joseph Smith 


and (.tbe doctrines he taught marked 
tbe career of this Mrs. Young. She 
was born in Watertown, N. Y., In 1821, 
and it was there at the age of 15 that 
she became a convert of oue of the 
itinerant elders whom Joseph Smith 
cent out from hie headquarters at Kirt- 
land, O. 


Sue was "seized witb the spirit of 


gathering" and went to Kirtland. Her 
devotion to her, religion was so great 
that she was intrusted with a part in 
the mysteries of the temple. While 
there she told of a vision in which she 
had seen an angel and been invested 
with tbe "gift of tongues and interpre- 
tation," the power to speak in language 
used only by the chosen ones of God 
and to understand this strange speech. 


She married one of Smith's converts, 


and two children were born to them. 
She deserted them at Nauvoo, Ills., 
when Joseph Smith had a "reve'ation" 
that sbe had been set aside for him as 
wife for "time and eternity." She was 
sealed to the prophet aa a plural wife 
and was hie favorite until be was killed 
by a mob in Illinois. As she had borne 
no children to Joseph Smith and aa 
Mormon theology would give her an 
unwelcome place In the world here- 
after unless one at least were born, 
Brigbam Young, tvho then bad several 
Wives, had a "revelation" that she 
should be sealed to him for ''time," her ! 
children to be the children of Joseph 
In tbe world to come. 


She followed Brigbam Young in the 


eventful journey froai Illinois to the 
Salt lake valley in the late forties. She 
trudged behind wagons, slept in tents, 
cooked for the travelers and bore many 
hardships, entering the "New Zion" 
with the first settlers. In the days of 
hardships attendant upon the settle- 
ment there she organized the first of 
the relief societies of the church/ It 
was largely through her influence that 
the relief societies were extended to 
avery email settlement of the Mormon 


people. Sht was the president of tbe 
great organisation until her death. 


Mrs. 
Young had several children aft- 


er this third marriage. After tbe death 
of Brigham Young she lived in Salt 
Lake Ci"v. She was always an earnest 
advocate of polygamy, sometimes open- 
ly advising Mormon women that their 
only hppe of the highest salvation lay 
to "celestial marriage."

American educational methods that the 
island has yet witnessed, and as an im- 
mediate outgrpwth we are now laying 
the foundation for a large insular nor- 
mal school building in the suburban 
city of Rio Piedras, seven miles by 
railroad from this city. We have 70 
acres of first class ground, beautifully 
situated, and we are erecting a school 
building thereon at a cost of |35,000, 
and we will open school on the 1st of 
November."

RELATION OF LIGHT TO SEX; 
Interesting Experiment* of Flam- 


jDurfom With SJUtwo.mz. 


M. Camille Flammarion writes to tbe 


European edition of tne New York 
Herald giving interesting results of 
radiculture at tbe Juvisy observatory. 
Experiments made with silkworms 
tended to show that those kept under 
dark colored glass ate less tban those 
kept under light colored glass and also 
that under tbe darker glass the per- 
centage of males produced was greater 
tban under ligbt glass. 


M. Flammarion thinks that his ex- 


periments coincide witb tbe theory that 
a preponderance of male births occur 
when there is a diminution in tbe quan- 
tity and quality of nourishment, sup- 
posing tliat sex can be influenced by 
external circumstances at all. 


Since tbe early part of the last cen- 


tury many theories bave been broacbed 
to account for the difference of sex in 
plants and animals, but nothing defi- 
nite has been proved. The generally 
accepted theory is that nature tends to 
preserve itself by mainlammg a nearly 
equal proportion of the sexes and that 
when circumstances require tbe filling 
tip of the quota of either sex it is 
brought about by operation of natural 
lawa. Thus it has been noticed that 
after wars or plagues more male chil- 
dren are bora tban females. 


That good nourishment appears to 


produce a distinct preponderance of fe- 
males, according to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, is perhaps tbe single result 
which at present can be regarded as 
clearly proved and generally accepted. 
Twenty years later Professor Sebenk 
of Vienna formulated substantially the 
same theory, which attracted great at- 
tention. The investigations of agricul- 
tural observers leave little doubt "that 
abundant moisture and nourishment 
tend to produce females.

said to be still more corroborative.

ENTERIN6 CLASS WILL BE SMALL 


Rigid 
Requirements Affect Size ef 
Williams Freshman Class 


The entering class of Williams col- 


lege tais year will be smaller than for 
several years, it not being expected 
that the class will exceed 90 members. 
The number has reached 130 during 
the past few years, and not for some 
time has it been less than 90. 


The reason for this small class this 


year is not a lack of applications, but 
a determination on the part 
of the 


faculty to maintain the high standard 
of scholarship begun a few years ago. 
It has decided that all men entering 
shall be well fitted and as a, result of 
this decision many have been refused 
admittance. This number includes for 
the most part men who have desired 
to 
enter 
on certificates, and when 


these have not been . satisfactory to 
the entrance committee the men havt 
given up hope. They are privileged to 
take the entrance examinations, but 
they stand little chance of passing 
these if their certificates are not satis- 
factory to the committee since the ex- 
aminations are stiff and demand even 
a better preparation than admittance 
by certificate^ 


The rigidness of the entrance com- 


mittee is striking a severe blow to the 
athletic men who have planned to at- 
tend Williams or whom different Wil- 
liams men are endeavoring to persuade 
to come to the 
Berkshire 
college^ 


Members of the faculty say that about 
nine oh.it of every ten athletes who ap- 
ply for admission are poorly prepared 
and that after entering much difficulty 
is experienced with them. The faculty 
has found this problem one difficult of 
solution, and it has decided upon the 
above course. Athletic men who enter 
this year will Jiave a good preparation 
and it is believed will rank with their 
fellow students in scholarship. 


The football team of this fall will 


doubtless suffer somewhat from 
the 


strictness of the faculty since attempts 
were being made to secure some, good 
men who are now attending various 
preparatory schools, but who have not 
completed their course. TwJ men in 
the middle' class at Andover have ap- 
plied for admission, but their princi- 
pals would not give them certificates 
since they had not completed their 
course and the college refused to ac- 
cept them without the certificates. 


The facult yig now more careful in 


accepting certificates of preparatory 
schools and teachers than it was a 
few years ago. A school desiring to 
have its graduat«s admitted to the col 
lege by certificate must request it and 
the faculty will then acquaint itself 
with the work of the scrool and if 
it warrants the privilege it will be 
granted. Private tutors are not given 
the privilege^
